HOW TO SYSTEMATIZE THE 


TOILET. 


So often women write me- that they 


haven't the time for facial massage, phy- 
sical culture or the daily care necessary 
to keep a. woman well and In the pink o't 
perfection. 
I would like to tell such wo- 


men what some of my pupils accomplish 
under the strain and stress of a business 
or professional life, of women successful 
in business, who keep old age at bay be- 
cause they believe that to do so is a dis- 
tinct business asset. 


The successful business woman is apt 


to be early at her desk; she has no time 
for morning- prinking-. As one young wo- 
man puts it: "I am practically dressed for 
the day before I go to bed at night." To 
flo this the evening toilet must be an 
elaborate one, but, if It is systematized 
and everything- is at hand, it need not 
take over an hour. This may seem con- 
siderable to the young office girl who 
comes in late from a. party with only a 
few hours' beauty sleep between her and 


j the alarm clock's insistent ringing-, but 


• as the years go by she will realize that 


the time is well spent and regret that 
she did not begin sooner. An older wo- 
man should supplement this care with a 
weekly visit to s. good beauty parlor, one 
week for a, shampoo and scalp massage, 
facial massage and manicure the follow-' 
Ins week, and so on. 


The Night Toilet. 


The busy woman should take her warm 


Jleansing bath at night. Before getting 
.nto the tub, however, she should let 
3own her hair, brush it thoroughly and 
Pin it lightly so as to escape the water. 
3ho should clean her face and neck thor- 
oughly with a good cleansing cream and 
then pat on a. considerable amount ot 
massage cream which she leases on the 
face during the bath. 


The soapy bath, according- to my be- 


lief, should not touch the face; the nails 
of the toes and hands and knees and 
elbows should be well scrubbed with a 
fiesh brush, the skin well washed and 
afterwards well rinsed with clean water 
by means of a bath spray. Sweet smell- 
ing talcum powder is always pleasant 
after a. warm bath, but the skin should 
be well dried before the powder is ap- 
plied. There is no advantage, healthful 
or beautifying, in staying in the hot 
soapy water and bathing and drying 
should not occupy more than ten min- 
utes. 


The heat of the bath has started a mild 


perspiration on the scalp and face; give 
the scalp a five minutes' massage and 
roll the hair over kid rollers for the ri"-ht 
and conceal their unsightliness by a lace 
cup. The massage cream that lias been 
on tho face is now largely absorbed by 
tlie <5km so a few minutes facial massage 
tan be done in the most effective mnnn^r 
Tho nails, softened by the bath, need onlv 
FI little care with the nail stick and pof. 
Isher, for najls well manicured once a 
tvepk need only a little regular treat- 
ment. 


If artificial hair is worn, this is the time 


to brush and prepare it for the morning 
If there are any changes to bo made iri 
the dress, a stitch to take, a fresh collar 
to be added, do it now. 
Lay out the 


clean clothes and put the soiled ones in 
the laundry basket; the few extra min- 
utes this will take are largely made up 
for by the restfulness of going to bed in 
a tidy room and the consciousness that 
there need be no rush or disturbance in 
the morning. Surely, order is not only 
the expression of a well-balanced mind, 
but a wonderful aid to achievement

HEALTH HINT FOR TODAY. 


Hot Baths For Pneumonia. 


The method of usiug hot baths 


in pneumonia consists m im- 
mersing the body completely in 
water at 40~to 42 degrees C. and 
applying a napkin soaked in cold 
water to the head to prevent 
cranial congestion. 
Two baths 


of ten minutes' duration are giv- 
en daily, and after each the pa- 
tient is quickly dried and return- 
ed to bod. wheie he rosls for half 
to one hour, after which a flan- 
nel shirt is put on until the nett 
bath. Protuse sweating results, 
and. though the method is said 
to be painful, the results are ex- 
cellent. 
The general condition

whipped Jeffries. 
"The fight lias attracted much attention in France, where they are fight mad. A battle for 


the championship of the world, the first one to be held on French soil since Sullivan and Mitchell fought at 
Chantilly has aroused the Parisians. 
The sale of seats will be more than $60,000 if the Frenchmen's predic- 


tions are verified 
It is hardly possible the fight would draw that sum in the United States. Johnson has so 


lost the confidence of the public and Moran has come so far from acquiring it that Americans would pay no 
such amount to see them fight.

TEETH FILLING 


AN OLD SCIENCE 


That the art of filling teeth with 


foreign 
substances 
was known 
to 


various 
aboriginal 
tribes 
of the 


.Americas : hundreds of years 
before 


the Columbian era, perhaps even 
u 


thousand years ago, is a fact that has 
ween known 
to /archaeologists 
for 


some time. Among the leading an- 
thropologists of the country is Dr. 
Marshall H. -Savilie, Loubat Professor 
of American Archaeology in Columbia 
University. In his scientific investi- 
gations in tho west coast provinces of 
Ecuador and Colivrauia he has made 
many valuable discoveries. His first 
visit to this region was made in the 
summer of 190G. In a communication 
to 
the 
Internationa! Congress of 


' Americanists • held at Vienna in IflOS, 
among other- interesting details was 
the following account dealing with 
the subject of decoration of the teeth: 


"Another custom which we found in 


Esmeraldas, and which, so far as we 
are aware, is not present in any oth- 
er part of. South America, is the dec- 
oration of the teeth by the insertion 
of inlays in small perforations cut in 
the enamel of the uper incisors. This 
custom of decorating the teeth 
was " 


quite common in various 
parts of 


Mexico, where different settings were 
used. 
In the (Mayan area, as 
far 


south as Salvador, the object most 
often .used for the inlay was jadeite. 
In Mexico, for example in Oaxaca, I 
have found hematite used; in Vera 
Cruz, turquoise has been found: and 
in.other parts teeth with settings 
of 


rock crystal, obsidian, 
arid 
a 
red i 


cement have been found. 
We have 


never heard of this custom in Colom- 
bia or Peru, but in Esmeraldas, in 
Atacames, skulls have been 
found 


•with tiny disks of sold set into the 
teeth in the same manner as in Mex- 
ico and Central America, with the ex- 
ception of the material."

Eider's Wonderful Memory. 


Leonhard Euler, who was born In 


1707 and died In 1783 at St Peters- 
burg, where he spent Bis life as a 
teacher of great power and as a pro- 
lific writer, was an Instance of the 
genuine mathematician endowed with 
almost superhuman powers. He left 
more than 200 manuscript treatises on 
his favorite subject, and the bulk of 
the works published by his academy 
between 1727 and 1783 were from his 
pen. In his old age he was totally 
blind. Then he carried in his memory 
a table of the first six powers of the 
"series of natural numbers up to 100." 


It Is related that on one occasion 


two of Euler's students attempted to 
calculate a converging series. As they 
advanced they found they disagreed 
In the result by a unit In the fifteenth 
figure. Tbe question was referred to 
Euler, who decided to niake the calcu- 
lation. He'did" this ro«:tHlly, and his 
result was found to be correct

Punishment by Pillory. 


In the year 1837 the British parlia- 


ment passed an act that put an end to 
punishment by pillory. 
Previous to 


rhe conquest this particular instrument 
)C correction was in use in England 
and went by the name "of the "stretch 
neck." It consisted of a wooden frame 
erected on a siool in which were three 
holes for the head and arms. 
For 


Jays together offenders against the 
common law were thus exposed to pub- 
lic view. In 1085 Titus Dates was sen- 
tenced to be pilloried for five days in 
every year during tlie rest of his life. 
Another famous sufferer was Daniel 
Defoe, the author of "Robinson Cru- 
soe," who stood for three days in the 
pillory in Cheapside. It happened on 
occasions that the offender died while 
undergoing his sentence. During the 
time of exposure the condemned man 
was not allowed to receive food of any 
sort or description. The last occasion 
on which a pillory sentence was pass- 
ed was in 1814.—London Globe.

for rebuilding were under way. Gov- 
ernor Walsh, Lieutenant Governor 
Barry and Secretary of State Doiiohue 
spent the night here.

He also 
Issued a call for a public meeting a! 
the state house in Boston to take fur- 
ther action. 


In the midst of the ^loom caused by 


the staggering blow to the city, resi- 
dents found cause for thankfulness in 
the fact that more notable buildings 
and the museums, with their priceless 
collections of antiquities were spared. 
The birthplace of Nathaniel 
Haw- 


thorne, the "house of seven gables" 
and the old custom house were threat- 
ened for a time and the flames ap- 
proached 
dangerously close <o tiie 


Peabody Museum and the Essex in- 
stitute but none of these structures 
was damaged.

patroled the streets today 
Martial 


law was not declared but no one was 
permitted to approach the fire swept 
area without a pass. Only one at- 
tempt at looting was discovered. 


On the common and in open spaces 


in the outskirts of the city thousands 
of refugees tried to find a little rest 
during the 
night. 
Many 
stretched 


themselves out on tho grass; others 
had managed to save mattresses or 
rocking chairs from 
their 
burning 


homes. Little groups 
huddled to- 


gether about p;'os of household goods. 
Some of the children were frightened 
and crying, others hailed the night's 
adventures as a lark. 


From 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon 


when a terrific explosion occurred in 
the factory of the Korn Leather com- 
pany, at Proctor and Boston streets, 
the 
flames 
rasrerl 
practicallj 
un- 


checked until midnight. 
The explo- 


sion is 
thought to have 
"occurred 


among highly inflammable chemicals 
used in the manufacture of patent 
leather. 
This factory stood near th 


foot of Gallows. Hill, famous as th 
hanging place of witches in early co 
loiiial days,,at the western end'of th 
city. A high wind carried the flame 
through the manufacturing distric 
and thence southeastward to the hear 
of the city and across a thickly pop 
ulatcd tenement district to the- wate 
front. A shift in the wind sent 
thi 


fire northward along Latayette stree 
where scores of the city's finest resi 
denees were burned. The fire: spread 
out to another manufacturing^ center 
on the shore of the harbor and de- 
stroyed large factories. In the in- 
tervening area 
scores 
of business 


houses were swept away. The-Salem 
hospital was among the 'buildings 
burned, but all the patients 
were 


safely removed. 


Great quantities of apparatus from 


neighboring cities assisted in fighting 
tlie flames and finally succeeded in 
checking their passage southward. To 
th'e eastward they burned themselves 
out at the water's edge. The final 
stand was made near the Boston and 
Maine rnilroad station. Here several 
buildings werev dynamited 
and 
the 


firemen at last gained the upper hand, 
saving the northeastern part of the 
city.
